University of Florida to require 
all students to have computer access 


By John Lester 

University of Florida News 
Gainesville -- Beginning in 
summer 1998, all incoming 
University of Florida students 
will have to add computer 
savvy to their list of require- 
ments for graduation. 

In preparation for next year’s 
student catalogs and 
brochures, university officials 
announced the new policy this 
week that will make basic com- 
puter competency a require- 
ment for graduation. 

“We want to give our stu- 
dents the opportunity to, func- 
tion in a technologically liter- 
ate world, and to do what they 
need to be proficient on the 
computer,” UF Provost Betty 
Capaldi said. 

Students will be expected to 
regularly use e-mail, the Inter- 
net and the World Wide Web 
and be competent with word 
processing and spread sheet 
programs. > 


“Class assignments may - 


require use of a computer, aca- 
demic advising and registra- 
tion can. be doñe by computer 
and official university corre- 


spondence is often sent via e- 
mail,” reads the policy. 

Much like a mandatory read- 
ing or class textbook, the policy 
requires access to a computer 
and a proficiency - as required 
by each department - that 
must be shown before a stu- 
dent earns a degree. 

One of the advantages of the 
rule is that it will allow com, 
puting costs to be included in 
financial aid considerations, 
Capaldi said. 

In addition to financial aid 
packages, UF officials are 
arranging to make computers 
available for lease and are 
preparing for a major upgrade 
of the campus’ central commu- 
nications.and networking sys- 
tems. The upgrade, Capaldi 
said, also will mean all on- 
tampus residences will be 
wired for computers by the fall 
of 1999. More connections also 
are planned for off-campus 
apartments and in more cam- 
pus teaching and public areas. 

“This whole campus is going 
to get electronic,” said Capaldi, 
who believes UF is in the com- 
pany of the best public univer- 


sities in aiming for universal 
computer access for its stu- 
dents, 

‘Besides wanting UF stu- 
dents to be as prepared as any 
students in the country to com- 
pete in a computerized world, 
the new policy also is in 
response to an accrediting 
agency rule that all university 
students be computer literate, 
Capaldi said. 

“This is an important step,” 
said Cornelius Pings, president 
of the prestigious Association 
of American Univers: s,of 
which UF is a member. “Clear- 
ly, today’s university | graduates 
are going to have to'be comput- 
er literate to keep up and 
advance themselves no matter 
what profession they choose.” 

The.specific requirements 
needed for graduation will 
vary and will be up to each of 
the university's colleges to 
define. 

“We want to provide our stu 
dents the best education we 
can, and requiring computer

literacy is an important ele- - 


ment in achieving that end,” 
Capaldi said.

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Brain Tos Association ` and Florida Department of 
Transportation implement bicycle helmet safety campaign | 


The Brain Injury Association 
of Florida, Inc. (BIAF), a non- 
profit organization that seeks 
to provide brain injury aware- 
ness and prevention programs, 
and the Florida Department of 
Transportation have teamed up 
to launch a Bicycle Helmet 
Safety Campaign aimed at 
informing Florida residents of 
the new Bicycle Helmet Law. 
The law, passed in 1996 in the 


Florida Legislature, went into 
effect in January 1997,,and 
requires that children under 
the age of 16 riding a bicycle on 
a public road wear a bicycle 
helmet. 

“Our campaign is not so 
much to enforce the law, but to 
share the startling facts and 
heart rending stories of the 
thousands of people that suffer 
brain injuries as a result of not 


wearing their helmets,” states 
Sandra Dreker, director of 
Prevention Programs at BIAF. 
“Our hope is to properly inform 
our communities throughout 
the state of the permanent con- 
sequences of brain injuries and 
ask people to wear their bicycle 
helmets when riding their bike. 
Everybody, every time.”

Mobile home tips from Consumers Union 


More than 15 million Americans now live in mobile homes (the 
industry prefers the term “manufactured housing”). Anew mobile 
home can cost anywhere from $15,000 for a small, simple model 

$70,000 or more for a miulti-section unit with such upscale 
ies as a fireplace and cathedral ceilings. 

But like any other type of housing, mobile homes have their 
problems@Six out of every 10 mabile home owners who respond- 
ed to a nationwide Consumers Union survey reported at least one 
major problem with their homes - from leaky windows to poor 
Joor coverings. To help buyers avoid such problems at the outset, 
or to help owners manage them after the sale, Consumers Union, 
publisher of Consumer Reports magazine, has produced a pam- 
phlet titled Consumers Union's Tips on Mobile Homes. Copies of 
the pamphlet are available for $2 each by sending a check or 
money order, payable to “Consumers Union” to: Consumers 
Union, Box EMD, 101 Truman Ave., Yonkers, NY 10703. E 

Single-section homes, the pamphlet notes, tend to have more 
problems with floors, roofs, windows and doors, while problems 
with multi-section homes are often connected to the joining sec- 
tions. 

The pamphlet also offers advice on sizing up the structural 

integrity of a mobile home: 

*Choose a shingled rather than a metal roof, if possible, but - 
whatever the material - make sure the roof extends beyond the 
sides of the mobile home. This overhang helps prevent rainwater 
from entering the walls and causing damage. 

¢Plumbing problems are the most common complaints among 
mobile home owners. Many mobile homes are equipped with low- 
quality sinks, tubs, showers and faucets made of thin, molded 
plastic, which*may crack and leak. Consumers Union recom- 
mends upgrading to fixtures made of heavy, reinforced plastic or 

Yoorcelain-covered steel. 

*Choose insulated (double-pane) glazed windows with welded 
vinyl fran 
there are no gaps for air or water to leak in. 

Avoid particleboard subfloors. When it gets wet. particleboard 
is more susceptible than plywood to swelling, warping and loss of 
strength. Floor joists 2x8 inches or larger, joist spacing of 16 inch- 
es or less and thicker subflooring can reduce flexing and sagging. 

Consumers Union’s Tips on Mobile Homes also reminds prospec- 
tive owners that the total cost of buying a mobile home includes 
the cost of moving and installing the structure, gs Well as the cost 
of l uying or renting the land on which it sits. Unless you own the 

gad and use a permanent foundation, the pamphlet says, your 
mobile home is not likely to gain‘ value. Moreover, a permanent 
foundation may qualify your mobile home for a mortgage, rather 
than a personal loan. Mortgages are tax deductible, the pamphlet

Inside a tornado

Roy Hall has a story to tell. À 
story that most people would 
find very difficult to believe. 
Yet, it is absolutely true. 

Roy Hall is the only man who 
has ever seen the: inside of a 
tornado and lived to tell about 
it. 

It.happened on May 3, 1943 
in McKinnet, Texas. A farmer 
All his life, Roy was working on 


his sdybean- crop when the’ 
. weather turned nasty. Roy had 


seen his sharé of Texas.storms 
and he knew this one was seri- 
ous. 

Suddenly, before he had a 
chance to react, Roy was 
trapped inside a 150-yard-wide 
tornado funnel. He was inside 
¢ tornado! n 

At first, Roy didn’t know 
what was happening. He was 
disoriented and scared to 
death. He remembers looking 
straight up into the rapidly 
whirling vortex that stretched 
up into the clouds for over one 
thousand feet. What he saw 
was nothing short of amazing. 

The funnel. was composed of 

smooth wall of clouds: But, 
Lë off the wall, were 
smaller, mini-tornadoes. These’ 
tiny twisters were rotating 
around the funnel. Roy could 
see everything thanks to an 
almost continuous ‘display of 
lightning. ` 

As quickly as it began, Roy's 
wild-ride was over: The tornado 
was gone, but certainly not for- 


, Mien. 


Chances are other people 
have been in a similar position

as Roy, but didn’t survive the 
experience. Rpr some unex- 
plainable reason, Roy was 
lucky. He was inside a tornado 
and lived to tell about it. 


Those small twisters Roy saw ` 


rotating around the funnel now 
have a name They are called 
suction vortices and may be the 
source of a tornado’s destruc- 
tive power. 

Experts have always won- 


dered why a passing tornado ` 


would ‘destroy a building yet 
leave another only a few feet 
away totally ‘untouched. 
Professor Ted Fujita, perhaps 
the foremost tornado expert in 
the world, says the answer is 
these suction vortices. 

Dyer (he years, Fujita looked 
at hundreds of tornado videos 
alt films as well as conducting 
airborne surveys bf tornado 
damage. He found that many 
tornado funnels break down 
into smaller vortices rotating 
around a common center and 
moving forward along with the 


tornado. 

The smaller vortices, only 10 
feet across in most cases, cause 
much of the’ major damage’ 
associated with tornadoes. 
That’s because ‘these suction 
vortices have much higher 
winds than the parent funnel 
cloud. N 

These suction vortices may 
not be confined to just torna- 
does. Hurricane researcher Dr: 
Peter. Black? believes suction 
vortices may have been rotat- 
ing - around the eye of 
Hurricane Andrew as it moved 
over Homestead and Cutler 
Ridge in August of 1992. 

Black says that would 
explain why Andrew produced 
so much damage so far from 
the water. Traditionally, hurri- 
canes cause most of their 
destruction near the coastline. 
Once a storm makes landfall, it 
begins to weaken because it is 
cut off from the ocean water, a 
hurricane’s primary source of 
energy. 

Andrew, however, was the 
exception to the rule. Black’s 
study indicates the category 
four hurricane may have pro- 
duced wind gusts of 200 mph 
10 miles from the ocean. “He 
thinks the suction vortices may 
be to blame. > 

Dr. Fujita and other 
researchers continue to study 
the suction vortices. Of course, 
if they are ever looking for an 
eyewitness to these unusual 
phenomena, they can always 
call Roy Hall. `
